A polypropylene resin composition comprising (by w e ight) 40 to 80% of a polypropylene 
component (A) comprising a copolymer of propylene with ethylene and/or a C4-12 a-olefin, or a 
homopolymer of propylene, and 20 to 60% of a copolymer component (B) containing a 
copolymer (B-l) and a-copolymer (B-2), wherein both (B-l) and (B-2) are copolymers of
